Tale of the Tub 


THE ART OF BATHING 
THROUGH THE CENTURIES. 
By Geoffrey Ashe. ppl. N- 
lustrated. Angus & RHoberigon, 
London and Sydney. 7/6. 


If Stone Age man ever got 
tired of the thick crust of dirt 
that encased his body. he 
must have taken a palacoli- 
thic chisel and scraped it off 
— for among the many re- 
mam his civilization has let 
us, including the beginnings 
of drainage, we will not find 
anything even remotely re- 
sembiing a bath. 


The first instance of wash- 
ing proper occurred in the 
Bronze Age. The greater civi- 
lizations that followed were 
still cautious. The priests of 
ancient Egypt employed water 
main to relieve the weight 
of their sins, and the Hindus 
were given to little bevond 
head-sprinkling and feet - 
washing. There were of course, 
the great Hindu feasts 
when. the whdle population 
was immersed. en masse. in 
the rivers. Still late when 
bathing really began to catch 
on, it became practically com- 
puisory among most of the 
races for a person o take at 
least three baths during his 
career at birth. marriage 
and death 


First Vapour Bath 


The Scythians, on the other 
hand, who once occupied a 
fair part of what is now 
known as the Ukraine, achiev- 
ed cleanliness by soaking 
themselves in water and then 
retiring to their tents where 
they crouched before greet 
Gishes of red-hot stones, let 
ting it sweat out of them. This, 
as Swift tells us in “The Tale 
of the Tub’, is the first origin 
of the vapour bath. The Finas 
brought this art to its ultimate 
refinement by building their 
bath houses to accommodate ten 
to twelve people, and enliven- 
ing the proceedings by spann 
ing each other with birch rods. 

The universal conception of 
the Greeks as a people of the 
bath is expinded in the inte- 
resting volume under review 
While it ig true that King 
Agamemnon, returning from 
the Trojan Wars, was murder- 
ed by his wife in the bath, 
ancient Greek art shows clear- 
ly that it was a high tub in o 
which you could not enter, 
but from which you only took 
water to pour over your head 
as you bent. He was thus 
murdered at his bath, rather 
than in it — and indeed Homer

chen, under the emperors the 
institution of the bath came 
into power with a flourish. 
“By the 4th century CE.“ Mr 
Ashe tells us. Ros possessed 
952 baths. Among the famous 
bathfounders were two excep- 
tionally repellent emperors, 
Caracalla and Dioccictian. Dio- 
cletian’s could hold 3,200 peo- 
pie, and included a fair-sized 
theatre and a swimming pool 
100 metres long. Caracallas 
had lecture reoms and a libra- 
ry Furnaces provided the 
heat for the various rooms and 
the private nooks with their 
more intimate tubs.” Ag the 
latter phrase suggests, at- 
tempts to segregate the sexes 
were not always successful, 
though the famous Code of 
Justinian makes “bathing with 
men” a ground for divorce.

TRIBUTE TO SCHOLAR 


A littl over a month ago 
there passed away at Saratoga 
Springs, UGA. at the age of 
74. the Jerusalem-born Profes- 
sor Abraham Shalom Yahuda. 
one of the world’s leading 
Orientalists. 

From a very early age, Ya- 
huda showed unusual talents. 
At the age of 15, he was al- 
ready a regular contributor on 
Biblical and philological sub- 
jects to the Hebrew scientific 
periodicals of that day. At the 
age of 16, he published 
pamphlet called “Qol ‘Aravi 
Ba-Midbar” ‘The Voice of an 
Arab in the Desert). a brilliant 
translation of ancient Arabic 
poetry in choice Biblical and 
Tannaitic Hebrew verse, which 
the late Bialik highly praised. 
At 18 Yehuda was an accom-

plished scholar, he knew the 
Bible by heart, had studied the 
Talmud, and was well versed 
in medieval Hebrew and Ara- 
bie literature. 


Yahuda studied at the Uni- 
versities of Strasbourg and 
Heidelberg is thesis for the 
Doctorate was a commentary 
in German on Rabbenu Ba- 
hiya’s “"Hoveth Ha-Levavoth.” 
For eight years, from 1905, 
Yahuda lectured on the Bible 
and Hebrew Literature at the 
Jewish Theological College in 
Berlin. His lectures and 
numerous contributions to 
periodicals were highly ap- 
preciated by his contempo- 
raries, and in particu- 
lar by the celebrated Professor 
Ignaz Yehuda Goldzifer - 
“The Sheikh from Budapest,” 
as he was called by the Arab 
intellectuals. 

was Goldziher 
commended Yahuda for a pro- 
fessorship in the University of 
Madrid. There he held the 
chair of Hebrew literature and 
Jewish history from 1913 to 
1921, when he relinquished his 
appointment for another he 
had expected—at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. To his 
lasting disappointment, thow- 
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which brought him into oppo- 
sition to the official leadership 
of the movement. He withdrew 
and devoted the rest of his life 
to Biblical and Egyptological 
research 

Yahuda's lifelong aim was 
to establish the authenticity of 
the Bible. He realized that 
there was a certain crux in 
the Pentateuch in the form of 
words and expressions which 
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displaced children 

to a great extent directly oa 
their early experiences. If ex 
bad belonged 0 a loved and / 
loving home they seemed bet- 
ter able to withstand the sub-

He claimed 
that the priestly rituals and 
court etiquette ascribed to 
Egypt in the Pentateuch were 
identical with those prevailing 
in Egypt at the time of the 
Exodus, as traditionally dated 
by Jewish scholars. He fur- 
ther claimed that these simi- 
larities and details were too 
numerous and too exact to be 
mere coincidence. From this 
he concluded that the authors 
of the Pentateuch must have 
been contemporaries of the 
Exodus. 


Memories of Egypt 

These discoveries were pub- 
lished in Yahuda’s books : 
‘Die Sprache des Pentateucn 
in thren Beziehungen zum 
4ecyptischen” (Berlin, 1929 
and “The Language of the 
Pentateuch in its Relation to 
Egyptian” (Oxford, 1933). This 
theory created a stir through- 
out the world of Biblical scho- 
lars. He also published a po- 
pular edition of his theory. 
“The Accuracy of the Bible” 
‘London, 1934). In response to 
numerous invitations, Yahuda 
went to the United States in 
1940, where he was almost to 
the end of his days Visiting 
Professor at the New School of 
Social Research in New York. 


Yahuda was a man of indo- 
mitable character and uncom- 
promising nature, a man of 
letters anda patron of the arts, 
a brilliant causeur and a ge- 
nerous host.
